Astapova, Nov. 20.—Count Tols-
tol is dead.

At 6:05 a. m. Count Leo Tolstoi
died peacefully. The countess Tol-
sti, Dr. Makivelsky and other at-
tending physicians were at his side

. when the end came. It was recog-
niged long before that his case was
hopeless and at 5 o’clock in the
morning after the Countess had
beeu summoned and the other mem-
bers of the family had gathered in
an adjoining room, the physicians
issued a bulletin, announcing that
the activity of the ueurt had almost
ceased and that Tolstoi's condition
was extremely dangerous,

Several of the physicians were
greatly overcome by the approach in
death of Russia’s great writer, Tol-

stol, accompanied only by Dr. Mako- |

velsky left his home for the purpose
of &nding his days in solitude to
which he more and more inclined
during his latter years.

Learning that his retreat had
been discovered, he insisted upon
proceeding on his journey to the
vaucasus, where he hoped to spend
hie last days close to the Tolstoian
colony on the shores of the Black
Sea. But during the railroad jour-
ney he was overcome with exhaus-
tion and the cold, and Dr. Mako-
velsky was compelled to have him
trausferred to ‘the flag station at
Astapova where he was made as
comfortable as possible in the rude
wooden building.

For five years he has been
suffering first from bronchitis and
later from inflamation of the lungs.
Specialists were called from Moscow
and other places but notwithstand-
ing their utmost efforts the heart
of the great Russian responded but
feebly to the restoratives and
stimulants admini .

Count Lyof Nikolaiviteh Tolstoi,
usually called Count Leo Holstoi,
novelist and social reformer, was
born August 28, 1528, at Yasiaya
Polonia, in the Province of Tula,
Russia. When 23 years old Tolstoi
entered the army and served in the
Caucasus and in defense of Sebasto-

pol against the British and French |

alliew forces. He first made a repu-
tation in literature by a series of
vivid sketches written from Seb-
astopol and when he left the army
soon after the Crimean war he de-
voted himself entirely to literature.
